Fellow Citizens of the Senate 


and Hituse of 
Representatives: 


Being suddenly called in the midst of the 
last session of Congress by the painful dispen- 
sation of Divine Providence to the responsible 
station w^hich I now hold, I contented myself 
with such commuuications to the Legislature 
as the exigfency of the moment seemed to re- 
quire. . The country was shrouded in motirning 
for the loss of its venerated Chief Magistrate, 
and all hearts were penetrated with grief, 
rieither the time nor the occasion appeared to 
require or to justify on my part any general 
expression of political opinions, or any an- 
DQiincement of. the principles which would 
g(M^rn me innhe discharge of tha duties to the 
performance of which I had been so unexpect- 
edly callcd. 
I trust, therefore, that it may not 
be deemed inappropriate, if 1 avail myself of 
this opportunity of the re-assembling of Con- 
gress to make known my sentiments in a gen- 
eral manner in regard to the policy which ought 
to be pursued by the government, boih in its 
intercourse with foreign nations, and its man- 
agement and administration of internal affairs. 


Nations, like individuals,in a ttate of nature, 
are equal and independent, possessing certain 
rights and owing certain duties to each other, 
arising from their necessary and unavoidable 
relations, which rights and duties there is no 
common human authority to protect and en- 
force. 
Sr.il!, they are rights and duties, binding 
in morals,in conscience,and in honor. Although 
there is no tribunal, to which an injured party 
can appeal, but the disinterested judgment of 
mankind, and ultimately the arljitratnent of the 
sword. 


Among the acknowledged rights of nations, 
is that; which each possesses of establishing 
that form of government which it may deem 
most conducive to the happiness and prosperity 
of its own citizens, of changing that form as 
circumslances may require, and of managing 
its internal affairs according to its own will. 
The people of the United States claim this 
right for themselves, and they cordially concede 
it to others. 
Hence it becomes an imperative 
duty not to interfere in the government or in- 
ternal policy of other nations, and although 
we may sympethise with the unfortunate or 
the oppressed everywhere, in their struggles 
for freedom, our principles forbid us from taking 
ny part in such contests. 
VVe make no wajs to promote or to prevent 
succession to thrones, to maintain any theory 
of a balance of power, or to suppress the actual 
government which any conntry chooses to es- 
tablish for itself. 
VVTI instigate no revolutions, 
nor suffer any hostile military expeditions to be 
fitted out in the United Stales to invade t-he 
territory or provinces of a friendly nation.* T h e 
great law of morality ought to have a national 
as well as a personal individual application. 
W e should act towards other nations as we 
wi.sh them to act towards us; and justice and 
conscience should form the rule of conduct 
between governments, instead of mere power, 
3"lf-interest, or the desire of aggrandizement. 
T o maintain a strict neutrality in foreign wars, 
to cultivate friendly relations, to reciprocate 
every generous and noble act, and to perform 
punctually and scrupulously every treaty and 
obligation—these are the duties which we owe 
to other State«, and by the performance of 
which we best cun entitle ourselves to li\ie 
treatment from them; or if that, in any case, 
be refused, we can enforce our own rights with 
ju.stice and a clear conscience. 


In our domestic policy the Constitution will 
be my guide, and in questions of doubt I shall 
ik for its interpretaiion to the Judicial decis- 
ions ol that tribunal, which was established to 
expound it, and to the usage of the Govertitnent 
sancti(ined by the acquiescence of the country. 
I regard all its provisions as equally binding. 
In all its parts it is the will of the people ex- 
pressed in the most solemn form, ant^ the con- 
stituted authorities, are but agents lo carry that 
will into execution. 
Every 
power wliich it 
has granted is to be exercised for the public 
good, bat no i)retence of utiiit3', no honest con 
victionj even of what might be expedient, can 
justify the assumption of any power not gran 
ted. 
The powers conferred u])oii the Govern- 
ment, and their distriuution to the 
several 
Departments, are as clearly expressed in that 
sacred instrument as the imperfection of human 
lat:guago will all.jw ; and 1 deem it my Hrst; 
iluty not to question its wisdom, add 
toils 
provisions, evade its requirements, or nullify 
its comtnunds. 


Upon you, fellow-citizens, as the Represent 
atives of the States anu the })eople, is wiselv 
devolved the legislative power. 
1 shall com- 
jily with my duly in laying before you, from 
time to time, any it.formution calculated to 
enable you to iliscliarge your high and resprm 
sible trust for the beneiit of our common Con 
stituents. 


My o|)iniotis will be frankly expresseil upon 
the leading subjects of legislation, and if, which 
I do not anticij)ate, any act should j)ass the 
two Houses of Congress, which should appear 
to me unconstitutional, or an tincroachmenJ 
upon tile just powers of other dejjartments, or 
with provisions hustiiy adopted, aiul likely to 
produce consequences injurious and untoreseeii, 
i should n<Jt shrink from my iluty of returning 
it to you, with my reasons, for j o u r further 
consideration. 
Beyond the due performance 
of these C nstit' iional obligations, both my 
respect for ths Legislature and mv sense of 
propriety will reitraiu me from any atteinjjt to 
control or influence your |)roceeduigs. 
With 
you is the uower, the honor and responsibility 
of the leoi,slation of the country. 


The Government of the United States is a 
limited Government. 
It is confined to the ex 
ercise ol powers expressly granted, and sucii 
others as may be Mccessary in carrying ihtse 
powers into ellect; and it is at all times un 
especial duty to guard against any infringement 
on the just riglus oi the States. 
Over the ob- 
jects and subjects entrusted to Congress, its 
legislative uuthoiity is supretne. 


Hut here that authority ceases, and every 
citizen who truly loves the Constitution, and 
desires the continuance of its existence atid 
blessings, will resolutely and firmly resist any 
interfeience in those domestic affairs which 
the Constitution hus dearly uni' unequivocully 
left to the exclusive aulh'-rity of the Staler — 
And every sucii citizen will also ilepiei:u.te 
useless i.-ritation among the several tneui >er> 
ol the Union, and all reproaoh and crimina'ion 
tending lo alienate on.^ portim ot i lie country 
from another. 
Phe beaui v ot our system ol 
goyernment consist, in avonliii;^ mu uul collisi- 
ons and encrouclurieu s, and in t...e regular 
separate action of all, >vhilti each is revolving: 
in its own d¡^tinet orbit. 


T h e Constitution 
ha» made it the duty «1 
the President to take caro that the law» be 
fuitlifully executed. 
Iti a government 
like 
ours in whichall laws are passed by atnajoiiiy 
of the representatives of the people, and llle^e' 
representatives are chosen for sui-h short peri 
oils, that any injurious or ottjioxious law eai. 
very soon be repealed, it would appear unlike- 
ly that any great number shuabl 
be formeo 
ready to resist the execution of the Jaws.— 
But it must be borne >n mind that the country 
is extensive, that there may he local interests 
or prejudices rendering 
a law odious in on« 
part, which is not so in another, and.that the 
thoughtless, end inconsidtrate, miel«J by thoir 


passions, or their imaginations may be induced 
madly to resist: such laws as they

The law is the only sure protection »f the 
weak, and the only efficient restraint upon 
the s:rong. 
When impartially and faithfully 
administered, none is beneath its protection, 
and none above its control. 
You, gentlemen, 
and the country, may be assured that to the 
utmost of my ability, and to the extent of the 
power invested in me. I shall, at all times, and 
in all places, take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed. 
In the discharge of this duty 
solemnly imposed rpon me by the Constitu- 
tion, and 
my oath of office, I shall shrink 
from no respons.ibility, and shall endeavor to 
meet events as they may atise, with firmness, 
as well as with prudence and discretion. 


The appointing power is one of the most 
delicate,with which the Executive is invested. 
I regard it as a sacred 
trust, to be exercised 
with the sole view of advancing the prosperity 
and happiness of the people. 
It shall be my 
effort to elevate the standard of official emjsloy- 
ment, by selecting for places of importance, 
individuals firted for the posts to which they 
are assigned, by their known integrity, talents, 
and virtue. 
In so extensive a conntry, with 
so great o population, and where few persons 
appointed to office, can be known to the ap- 
pointing power, mistakes will sometimes un- 
avoidably happen, and unfortunate appoint- 
ments be made, notwithstandi.ng the greatest 
care. 
In sach cases the power of removal 
may be properly exercised and neglect of duty 
or mal feasance in office, will be no more 
tolerated in individuals appointei,! by myseli, 
than those appointed by others. 


I am happy in being able to say tha.tno un- 
favorable change in our foreign relation? has 
taken place since the message at the openi;ig 
of the last session of Congress. 
W e 
are at 
peace with all nations, and we enjoy, in an 
eminent degree, the blessings of that peace, in 
a prosperous and growing commerce, and in 
all the forms of amicable national intercourse. 
The unexampled growth of the couiitr}'. the 
present amount of 
the population, aTjd its 
ample means of self protection, assure for it 
the respect of all nations, while it is trusted 
that its cnaracter for justice and a regard to 
the rights of other States, will cause that res- 
pect to be readily and cheerfully paid. 


A convention was negotiated betwean the 
United States and Great Britain in April last, 
for facilitating the construction of a ship canal 
between the Atlantic and Pacific coas:s, and 
for other purposes. 
This instrument, 
Ins 
since been ratified by the contracting parties ; 
the exchange has been effected, and proclama 
tion thereof'has been duly made. 


In addition to the stipulations contained in 
this Convention, two other objects remain to be 
accom')rished between the contracting powers : 
Ist. 
T h e designation and establishment of 
a free port at each end of the canal. 


2d. 
An agreement fixing tlie distance from 
the shore, within which belligerent maritime

The sum stipulated by the 4th article 
of the Convention, to be paid to this Govern- 
ment, has been received. 


The collection at the ports of the United 
States of discriminating duties upon the vessels 
of Chill and their cargoes, has been suspended, 
pursuant to the provisions of the act of Con- 
Stess of the 24th of May, i828.

States, who have acijuired from the State of 
Nicaragua, the privilege of constructing a ship 
canal between the two coasts, through 
the 
territory of that State, have made progress in 
their preliminary 
arrangements.^ 
T h e treaty 
between the United Stales and Great Britain, 
of the 19ih of April last, above referred to, 
being now in operation, it is* to be hoped thai 
the guaranties which it offers, will be sufficient 
to se'cure the completion of the work wirh all 
practicable expedition. 
It is obyioas 
that 
this result would be indefinitely postponed, if 
any other than 
peaceful measures, for the 
purpose of hartnonizing conilicting elaims to 
rerritorv in that quarter, should be adopted.— 
It will, consequently, be my endeavor to cause 
any 
other negoliati jns on the part of this 
Government, which may be requisite for this 
purpose, to be so conducted as to bring them 
to a speedy and suc.-^essful close. 


Some unavoidable delay has occurred, aris- 
inir from distance and the difficulty of inter- 
ccmrse between this Government a.id that Df 
Nicaragua; but, as intelligence has just been 
received of the appointinenl of an Envoy Kx- 
traoriiinary 
and 
Minister Plenipotentiary (f 
that (iovernment. 
to reside at 
Washington, 
whose ar'ival soon be expectcd, it is hoped 
that no further im|,ediments will be experien 
ced in the prompt transaction of business bet 
ween the two Governments. 


Citizens of the Utiited Statcshave undertak- 
en the connection of the two oceatks by means 
of a railroad across the Isihmus of Tehuante- 
pec, uiuler grants of the Mexican (iovernment 
to u citizen of that Republic. 
It is understooi) 
iViat a thorough stuvey of the line of com- 
munication. is in course of preparation, and 
there is every reason to expect that it will be 
prosecuted with characteristic energy, especi 
ally when that Government shall have consen- 
teil lo such stipulation with the Governnieni 
of the United States as may be necessary to 
imparl a feidtng of security to those who ma\ 
embark, their 
p.operty in the 
enterprise.— 
Negoti itions are pending for the accotnplish 
inent of that object, and a hope is confidently 
entertaineil that 
when the Government ol 
Mexico shall become duly sensible of 
the 
advantages which that country cannot fail to 
derive l/oin the work, and learn ihat the Gov 
ernmentof the United States desires that the 
liolit of sovereignty to Mexico in the Isthmu.« 
>h'all remain unimpaired, the stipulations re 
ferred to will be agreed to with alacrity. 


By the last advices from Mexico in would 
appear, however, thai that Government enter- 
tains strong objections to some of the stipula- 
tions which the parties concerned in the project 
of the railroad consider necessary for tbeii 
protection and security. 
Furlherconsideration, 
it is to be hoped, or some inodification of terms, 
may vet reconcile 
the differences existinji 
between the two Governments in this respect. 


Fresh instructions have recently been given 
lolhe MinisiT-of the U. S. in Mexico, who 
is prosecuting the subject with promptitude and 
ability.

Alinough ihe negotiation with Portugal for 
the payment ol claims of citizens of the United

United Slates.

Peruvian guano has become so desirable an 
article to the agricultural interests of the Uni- 
ted States, that it is the duty of the Government 
to employ all the means properlv in its poVver, 
for the purpose of causing that ar'ticle to be im- 
ported into the country at a reasonable price. 
Nothing will be omitted on m y part towards ac- 
complishing this desirable end. l a m persuaded 
that in removing any restraints on this traffic, 
the Peruvian Government will promote its own 
best interests, while it will pffljrd a proof of a 
friendly disposition towards this country, which 
will be duly appreciated. 


T h e treaty between the United States and 
his Majesty, the King of the Hawaiian rsiantTs, 
which has recently been made public, will, it is 
believed, have a beneficial effect on the rela- 
tions betw-een the two countries. 


T h e relatiims between those ports of the isl- 
ands of St. Dominga, which were formerly col- 
onies of Spain and France, respective!v. are 
still in an unsettled condition. 
T h e proximity 
of that island to the United States, and the dei- 
irate questions involved in the existing contro- 
versy there, render it desirable that it should be 
permanently and speedily adjusted. The inter- 
ests of humanity and of general commerce also 
demand this: and, as intimations of the saine 
sentiment have been received from other Gov- 
ernments, it is hoped that some plan may soon 
be devised to efTect the object in a manner like- 
ly to give satisfaction. 
T h e 
Government of 
the United States will not fail, by the exercise 
of all proper friendly ofiers, to do'all in its pow- 
er to put an end to the destructive war which 
has raged between the difTerent parts of the 
island, and to secure to them both the benefits 
of peace and commerce.

Asido from the }icrmaiieoi uuiiuaT 
expendi- 
tures, which have necessarily largely increas- 
ed, a portion of the public debt, amounting to 
$8,075,986.59 must l-e provided for within the 
next two years. 
It is most desirable that these 
accruing demands should be met without re- 
sorting ro new loans.. 


All experience has demnnstrated the wi.suom 
and policy of rai.sing a large portion of revenue 
for the support of Government from duties on 
soods imported. 
T h e {)ower to levy these du- 
ties is un{]uestinnable, and its chief obiect of 
course, is to replenish the Treasury. 
But if. 
in doing this, an incidental advantage mav be 
osined by encouraging the industry of our'own 
citizens, it is our duty to avail ourselves of 
that advantage. 


A duty laid upon an article which cannot be 
produced in this country, such as tea or coffee, 
adds to the cost of the article, and is cl iefly 
or wholly paid by the consumer. 
But a duty- 
laid upon an article which may be produced 
here, stimulates the skill amJ industry of our 
own conntry to produce 
the same article, 
which is brought to the market in competition 
with the foreign article, and the importer is 
thus com pellet to reduce his price to that ot 
which the domestic at tide can be sold, thereby 
throwing a part of the duty upon the producer 
of the foreign article. 
The continuance of this 
process creates the .skill and invites the capital 
which finally enables us to producc the article 
much cheaper than it could have been |)rocu- 
red from abroad, thereby benefitting horn the 
producer and the consumer at heme. 
The con- 
sppuenee of this is, that the artizan and agri- 
•ultiirist are brought together, rach ntTI.>rdinr 
a ready market for the produce of the other. 
T h e wlude country bpcomes prosperous, and 
the ability to produce every necessary of life 
renders us independent in u ar as well as it/ 
peace. 


A high Taritrcnn never be permnn'^nt. 
Tt 
will cause dissatisfaction, and will bechnnirefl. 
it rxcludrs compttition, onil thereby invites 
the investment of capital in nian'itai lures to 
such excess, that when changed, it bringi! dis- 
tress, bankruptcy, and ruin, upon all who have 
been misled by its faithless protection. 
W h a t 
the manufacturer want.s. is uniformity and per- 
maneticy, that he may feel a confidence that 
he is not to be mined by sudden changes. But 
ro make a Tariff uniform and permanent, it ii 
not onlv necessary that the law should not be 
allowed, but that the duty .should not fluctu- 
ate.

Nations, like individuals^ a itate oFnataic, 


arising from their necessary and unavoidable 
re ationa, which rights ami ditties there is no 
common human authority to promcc and en- 
brce. Still, they arc rights and duties, binding 
n m Lira!?, in conscience, and in ho'nnr. Although 
icre is no tribunal, to xvhich an injured party 
an appeal, btit the disinterred judgment, of 
nankind, and ultimately, the arbitrament of the 
w jrd. 


Among the acknowledged rights of nations, 


i that which cnch possesses of establishing 
ml form of government which n may deem
